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Formula Fallacies 


The faith that even those of more than 
ordinary intelligence place in a formula (in 
the sense of a recipe) is almost beyond 
understanding. Seekers after books of for- 
mulas for this and that and whatnot are 
among the most numerous callers at the of- 
fices of every technical publisher. Peddlers 
of formulas find a ready and constant mar- 
ket in every walk in life. The world is full 
of formulas, of formula makers, and for- 
mula users, and it is overflowing with the 
economically unfit results of the formula 
craze, of good formulas in inexperienced 
hands, of faulty formulas made worse by 
unintelligent handling. 

In the minds of thousands a formula is 
an Archimedean lever, with which they, 
too, could lift the earth—but they do not 
realize that they have no place to rest the 
fulerum. They do not know that the most 
important part of a formula is not stated in 
it; that skill can do with whatever mate- 
rials it may have more than, skill being 
lacking, can be done with the best materials 
perfectly proportioned. 

[ven well-tried formulas, such as those 
in the standard compendiums of pharmacal 
practice, fail in unskilled hands in spite of 
the explicit working directions which they 
contain. The formula that will produce 
satisfactory results in one man’s hands may 
be useless in the hands of another whose 
skill differs in kind rather than in degree. 
The “arm-chair” formula requires at least 
as much skill in revision as in application. 
The specification formula has faults wholly 
its own, and they are many and serious, Its 
greatest shortcoming is that it stops short 
of essential details of composition. 

The specification formula is particularly 
troublesome and unsatisfactory when it has 
an official status. There are several rea- 
sons for this. One of these is that a gov- 
ernmental agency cannot well essay the full 
defining of a specification, even though it 
were able to do so. Preparations of the 
same essential composition can be made by 
different processes, with appropriate modi- 
fication of the list of less essential ingredi- 
ents. To require that a product be made 
exactly so, therefore, might lead to inequi- 
ties on certain producers essentially quali- 
fied to furnish what is desired. It might 

also unfairly disclose trade secrets. Hence 
the formulation of an official specification 
is hedged about with limitations that give 
much weight to the belief that such speci- 
fications are undesirable and unnecessary. 

Officially formulated specifications for 
paints and related products are a notable 
example of unsatisfactoriness. These speci- 
fications are seldom adequate to their pur- 
pose. They are but incomplete lists, in part 
quantitative, of the ingredients that are de- 
sired. They are often useless as a means 
of assuring the getting of the product that 
is needed. Such important things as_ par- 
ticle size are not specified in the majority 
of government and other official specifica- 
tions for paints. Nothing is said therein 
about how the specified ingredients are to 
be compounded. In some instances they 
cannot be satisfactorily compounded, will 
not produce paints that can compare with 
those made by skillful workers in the plants 

of long-experienced manufacturers, Further- 
more, official specifications frequently em- 
body fads and preferences that are not al- 
ways compatible with good paintmaking. 
The fallacies of paint formula specifica- 
tions have been ably presented in a recent 
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circular of the scentific section of the Na- 
tional Paint, Varnish and Lacquer Associa- 
tion. Three specifications are specifically 
discussed, and the statement is made with 
respect to each of them that the product for 
which it is designed suffers in performance 
comparison with commercial products of the 
same use type. 

Paints and related products are intended 
to meet physical needs. Their physical prop- 
erties are therefore of first importance. They 
give the greatest satisfaction when they are 
selected on the basis of performance rather 
than because they contain certain ingredi- 
ents. There is a place for specifications of 
paints of certain basic types. Certain types 
have been fully proved best for certain pur- 
poses. But even this defining has its limita- 
tions and may be rendered quite undesirable 
by the technical progress of paintmaking. 

A paint is wanted for a certain purpose, 
to produce a certain result, to perform a cer- 
tain service. Its selection should be prag- 
matic; the criterion, will it do the work? It 
may be argued that the purchaser often 
would be unable to judge whether the paint 
he got would do the work for which he got 
it until it had been procured, applied, and 
time-tried. There can be no full, advance 
guaranty of satisfactory performance under 
all conditions which may be met. There is 
no such guaranty in a formula specification. 
The most satisfactory specification for a 
paint is a definite statement of what it is 
expected to perform. The best guaranty is 
the reliability of the manufacturer. Any- 
body can make a paint formula, but only a 
good paintmaker can make a good paint. 


A Well-Merited Honor 

It was not primarily for the purpose of 
thoroughly enjoying themselvyes—as_ they 
did—that some four hundred men = promi- 
nent in the drug and related trades attended 
the dinner given in honor of the president 
of the Proprietary Association. They were 
there to testify, each for himself and for his 
business associates, of their recognition of 
a worker and of their appreciation of work 
well done. They did not err in their esti- 
mation. Their tribute was well deserved. 

During his twenty years as president of 
the Proprietary Association, Frank Blair, 
has done much for the business betterment 
of his calling. He has done much for the 
betterment of the broad public service of 
that calling. Under his leadership the asso- 
ciation has grown in character, as well as 
in strength. And to him belongs the greater 
part of the credit. 

Frank Blair works. It can be said with 
full truth that he does little else. No task 
for which he can find time in a day that 
knows no NRA limitations is delegated to 
others. He has many assistants—willing, 
able workers they are—but he has a part 
in their thousand tasks all the time. It is 
most fitting that such a man should be hon- 
ored. The fruits of his labors have been 
most widely beneficient. The general inter- 
est of his calling is fully his own. His ef- 
forts for the general welfare go on and on, 
as witness this vear’s action of the associa- 
tion directed to the correction of advertis- 
ing faults. Frank Blair knows—none bet- 
ter—the economic value of his calling. He 
knows, too, what may and what does de- 
preciate its usefulness, the maintenance of 
which is his greatest concern. In recogniz- 
ing and appreciating Frank Blair’s services 
his fellows-in-trade testified to their own 
perspicacity, and they did well. 
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Thinking Would Help 

Differences of opinion with respect to a 
given matter result from various causes. 
The differences, in truth, are in the causes; 
they are but reflected in the opinions. Hence 
it is highly necessary, in all efforts to har- 
monize differing opinions, that the differ- 
ences be traced to their source, and attacked 
there. 

Among the major causes of differences in 
opinions are different points of view, differ- 
ently constructed mental processes, inability 
to distinguish between cause and effect, the 
habit of dodging responsibility, intolerance, 
and ill-founded faith in the proponents of 
popular beliefs. In most instances all these 
causes are combined in varying proportions. 
They are components of human nature. 
Their etfects are usually aggravated by fail- 
ure to take them into consideration. For 
the most part they are amenable to properly 
selected and properly applied remedial 
measures. But, the task presented in their 
treatment is a practically impossible one: 
differences of opinion prevent even a close 
approach to a decision on what to do and 
how to do it. 

Human points of view are naturally nar- 
row. Man must be, or feels that he must 
be, so closely and so wholly concerned with 
the matter of his livelihood that only the 
few find time to acquire an adequate mental 
breadth. It is unfortunate that those who 
have ability and inclination to view affairs 
broadly are seldom heard in the general 
councils. ‘There are two reasons for this. 
One is that the narrow-minded are always 
intolerant of mental breadth, and therefore 
will not listen to the greater wisdom, The 
other reason is that those who prefer to 
consider a matter with all possible reason- 
ableness know full well that their views 
could not be heard in the clamor of narrow 
propaganda. 

A homely philosopher of the early days of 
ballyhoo once uttered a pertinent truth in 
a rhyme that went something like this :— 

‘Tis great to speak in accents wild 
And print italics in red ink; 

But emphasis can't take the place 
Of plain ability to think. 

Plain ability to think is not a widely dis- 
tribufed human characteristic. Opportunity 
to think—granted the ability—is an even 
greater rarity. Most of man’s thinking is 
done for him, in part to his order (which is 
largely based on misunderstanding), in 
other part fashioned to the desires of the 
self-delegated thinker. The results are ex- 
actly and only those which such a condi- 
tion could produce. The molder of general 
opinion knows that his success depends on 
his ability to keep his “clients” from think- 
ing. ‘To do this he must constantly avoid 
uttering anything adaptable to thinking an- 
alysis. So, he “speaks in accents wild”; 
calls names; cites “facts” made for the occa- 
sion; stirs up ancient antagonisms; and vo- 
ciferously refuses to believe the most obvi- 
ous and convincing evidence if it be contrary 
to his purpose. 

It is no wonder, then, that humanity pro- 
gresses with a most acutely angled front: 
the “leaders” must get there first! It is no 
wonder that economic progress is just now 


slow: the “leaders” are far from agreement 


on where they want to go (the desires of 
others get little consideration) or what road 
they want to take.

Factory employment in the manu- 
facture of chemicals and related prod- 
ucts in the United States showed a 
small gain between March 15 and April 
15, an increase of a little over 0.4 per- 
cent being reported by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. At the end of the 
period employment stood about 30.6 
percent above the level for the corre- 
sponding date in 1933. Payroll totals 
in factories in the chemical group in- 
creased 3.6 percent during the month 


and stood 41.8 percent above the cor- 
responding 1933 level. ae ;

Obituaries 
David Wesson 


David Wesson, inventor of the Wes- 
son cottonseed processing method and 
developer of vegetable oil business, 


died May 22 at his home in Montclair, 
N. J. Death occurred after three weeks 
of illness of a heart malady. Mr. 
Wesson was seventy-three years old, 
and a member of a pioneer American 
family which settled in 1640 at Salem, 
Mass. He was born in Brooklyn.

among them being the one which made 
him mostly widely known to the pub- 
lic—that whereby he used to serve on 
special occasions what he termed 
“synthetic beef steaks” made from 
meal of cottonseed oil. 

Mr. Wesson was a member of 
scientific and social organizations. He 
was a former president, 1919-21, of the 
American Institute of Chemical Engi- 
He was one of the founders of 
American Oil Chemist Society, and 
for a number of years was chairman 
of the New Jersey Chemical Society.

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NRA Assailed by Review Board with 
Allegations of Monopolistic Influence 


Darrow Report Also Charges Oppression of Small 
Enterprises — Johnson and Aids Reply 


Vigorously—Pricing Studied 
WASHINGTON, May 24, 1934. 

The National Recovery Administration subjected to a barrage of criticism 
this week, all of which it answered forcefully, and prepared to carry on. No 
major changes in practice or policy were announced, although several are un- 
der discussion, but the trial and error method of code administration was 
continued with a number of comparatively minor changes. 

The principal assault came from the National Recovery Review Board, 
headed by Clarence Darrow, which released a vigorous attack on the NRA for 
fostering monopolistic practices and permitting oppression of small enterprises. 
This was answered simultaneously with a lengthy report by Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson, his chief legal aid, Donald Richberg, and the deputy admin- 
istrators in charge of the codes attacked by the Darrow report, in which the 
review board was criticized for lack of legal methods, incomplete and biased 
evidence, and failure to adopt a constructive attitude. 

No codes in the chemical or drug fields were discussed by the Darrow 
report. Eight codes were mentioned, and each code was defended by the NRA. 
The chief outcome of the heroic battle of words between Darrow and Johnson 
was the popular impression that, in spite of its errors and faults, the NRA is 
steering a middle course between communism and fascism, the two alternatives 
virtually recommended by the Darrow report.

industry generally. Most important of the subjects acted upon was that of an 
amendment to the by-laws of the organization by which will be established 


an advisory committee on advertising which will pass upon all advertising of 
members, and also any non-members who may care to submit their matter 
for criticism. This step was regarded by a majority present as being the 
most forward one taken by the organization in many years and carried out a 
special plea made by Frank A. Blair, president, in his annual message. 

Of equal importance was a discussion of the terms and effects of the NRA 
code for the package medicine industry which was approved by the admin- 
istration May 15 and which will become effective Monday, May 28. Discussion 
of this code occupied about one-half of the time of the convention while prac- 
tically the other half was devoted to threshing out the advertising committee 
idea. Many questions were raised on each issue and there was a time when it 
was thought there would have to be an extra day added to the business pro- 
gram. This was not necessary, however, the last business—election of officers— 
finally taking place around 6 p. m. Thursday, May 24. This election, incidentally 
returned to office as president for the twenty-first year, Frank A. Blair, of 
the Centaur Company, and also several other officers who have served for a 
number of years.

pared with the April output of approxi- 
mately 350,000 units. Ethyl acetate re- 
mained firm, although demand was 
slow, and the call for butyl alcohol in-

Paint Trademarks Wanted 


A request that they fully list their 
trade-names has been sent to the mem- 
bers of the paint, varnish, and lacquer 


industry by the trademark bureau of 
the National Paint, Varnish and Lac- 
quer Association. The bureau sent 


with its request blank forms to facili- 
tate listings and to make available data 


on the period of the use of specific 
names and marks. 
It is pointed out by the trademark 


bureau that the listing of trade-names 
with it offers assurance against the 
adoption of infringing marks by others 
and provides a useful reference in the 
selection of marks. The burean con- 
stantly compiles records from gov- 
ernmental and other sources, but it 


says that the only way in which the 
completeness and accuracy of its list 
ean be assured is through the co-op- 
eration of owners and users of trade- 
marks.

Reddish, bacteriologist of the Lam- 
bert Pharmacal Company, St. Louis, 
presented a very comprehensive report 
on his studies and conclusions of those 
portions of the proposed Copeland 
tood and drug law which would affect 
the manufacture and sale of germicide 
and antiseptics. : 

Dr. Reddish asserted that if these 
provisions as proposed in the Copeland 
bill are enacted ingo law, there are 
many excellent germicides and anti- 
septics now on the market which can- 
not thereafter be manufactured inas- 
much as they would be unable to meet 
the specifications set up in the pro- 
posed Copeland bill requiring a stand- 
ard testing method which would re- 
quire a 1 to 80 dilution of phenol used 
for ten minutes at 37 degrees centi- 
grade, Many preparations, Dr. Red- 
dish stated, are efficient for specitie 
gases but they could not meet any 
phenol requirement, and consequently 
under the proposed Copeland bill, they 
would have to go out of business. :

Lead Code Approved 


WASHINGTON, May 25, 1934. 


A code of fair competition for the 
lead industry has been approved by 
the National Recovery Administration. 
It will become effective June 4. 

The lead code establishes a_ forty- 
hour workweek of five eight-hour days. 
Minimum wages are fixed as follows:— 
For unskilled labor in the mining divi- 





sion, 40 cents an hour above ground 
and 47% cents an hour underground: 
for employees engaged in processing, 
35 cents an hour in the lead smelting 
and refining division, 40 cents an hour 
in the lead pigments division, and 35 
cents an hour in the metallic lead 
products and metallic lead foil prod- 


ucts division. In the smelting and re- 
fining division a 5-cent differential is 
given the South, making the Southern 
rate 30 cents an hour.

by the U.S.P. revision committee. 
They will become official, replacing the 
present U.S.P.X text, January 1, 1935, 
by authorization by the revision com- 
mittee and the board of trustees. 
; The new standards and tests for cod- 
liver oil have been developed through 
a series of conferences with the vitamin 
experts of the United States and an 
extensive study of the general standard 
by the subcommittee on organic chemi- 
cals. The vitamin standards and vita- 
min assays represent the studies and 
conclusions of the U.S.P. Vitamin Ad- 
visory Board. 

Copies of the new codliver oil text, 
which is officially known as the U.S.P.X 


(1934) interim revision, may be ob-

Suit was filed May 22 in the United 
States District Court for the Southern 
District of New York by United States 
Attorney Martin Conboy for the United 
States against Syrup Preducts Com- 
pany and Winfred B. Holton, jr.. and 
Irving Trust Company as receivers of 
Syrup Products Company, and the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 


pany and EF. I. Du Pont de Nemours & 
Co. to recover $6,688,947.20, being the 
tax provided by the revenue act of 1926 
at $6.40 per proof gallon on approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 proof gallons of ethyl 
aleohol alleged to have been illegally 
diverted to beverage uses under per- 
mits from the government to use the 
same, tax-free, for lawful industrial 
purposes. These distilled spirits were 
manufactured by Syrup Products Com- 


pany and used in the manufacture of 
an alcoholic product known as lacquer 
thinner, which was sold under the 
trade name, “Thin-O-Lac B.” durins 
the vears 1928 and 1929. All sales of 
this material were made through the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 
pany. 

The E. I. Du Pont de Nemours & Co. 
is joined as a defendant only because

Peruvian Guano Allocated 
LIMA, PERU, May 15, 193 
The distribution of this season's pro- 


duction of Peruvian bird guano has 
been allocated by the Compania Ad- 
ministradora del Guano, this city, un- 
der a new order effected May 5 Peru- 
vian cotton farmers were allotted 50,- 
000 tons, sugar producers 35,000 tons 
and foodstuff producers 15,000 tons. 
Cotton producers may have more than 
the allocated 50,000 tons, but must 
pay the export price for quantities in 
excess of the allocated amount. The 
export price is higher than the price 
charged to Peruvian farmers. Also, 


farmers must apply for their needs he- 


fore June 15, after which date any 
surplus of production will be disposed 
of in foreign markets It is under- 
stood, however, that Peruvian farmers’ 
orders placed before the allocation of 
distribution considerably exceed the 
total quantity of guana available this 
vear It is estimated that production 
will not exceed 120,000 tons.

Dye Imports Rose 
9 Percent in April 


Other Products Except Lakes 
Also Showed Increases 
—Values High 





Imports of synthetic dyes into the 
United States increased in April, the 
total being 318.658 pounds, valued at 


$450,634. compared with 293.674 pounds, 
valued at $416,387, imnorted in March. 
The April imports this year exceeded 
those in April, 1933. by 38 percent in 
volume and 97 percent in value. Tm- 
ports in the first four months were al- 
most the same in volume as those in 
the corresponding period in 1933, but 
their value was 44.6 percent greater. 
Imports of synthetic aromatic chem- 
icals turned upward in April, but were 
21.3 percent less in volume than those 
in April, 1933. The total for the four 
months was 42.8 less than that for the 
1933 period. April imports of color 
lakes were much smaller than those 
in March. Imports of other coaltar 
chemicals increased in April, but were 
8.7 percent less than those in the same 












month in 1933. Imports in the first 
four months totaled 16.4 percent more 
than those in the 1933 period.

Thus, large buyers would receive maxi- 





mum discounts and the allowance to 
smaller purchasers would be scaled 
down according to the tonnage in- 
volved. There is nothing official about 
this but it has been widely talked ot 
around the market. Incidentally, the 
steamer Stari Bolshevik arrived in 
New York last week with 2,992,000 kilos 
of Russian potash from the port of 
Novorossisk. : 

Some holders of excess stocks of 
sulphate of ammonia have taken a 
firmer view on the long-term possi- 
bilities of the market. Production is 
running fairly high and with little on 
no demand current, stocks of sulphate 


are mounting here. This condition in 
company with high currency exchange 
rates with foreign supplying countries 
indicates that foreign sulphate’ will 
figure only in a limited way here afte 
this season. Hence, some of the likely 
re-sellers now prefer to hold off for a 
better selling market that seems prom- 


ising for the Fall. Of course, there 
are still many re-sellers anxious to 
liquidate at the re-sale prices that 
have been named for the past few 
weeks. 


Imports of fertilizer materials packed 


in cotton or jute bags were made sub- 
ject to tax last week as customs col- 
lectors commenced to apply the proc- 
essing levy of 2.9c. per pound on bag 
containers which was enacted on May 
9 as part of the amendments to the 
Agricultural Adjustment legislation 
This tax is likely to raise the landed 
cost of imported fertilizer materials by 
$1 to $1.50 per ton.

Nitrate of Soda.—The past week did

There is some top-dressing demand in 


the South but it is scattered and pu 
chasing for dressing needs lacks snap 
or constancy. The call in the Northern 
market is very quiet. The price situ- 
ation continued steady throughout the 
week with material in bulk quoted at

Sulphate of Ammonia.—The market's 
quiet was extended through last week. 
Re-sale quotations for material in bulk 
continued at 23.50 to $24 per ton, 
basis ports, with reports of even less 
than $23.50 per ton in some directions; 
quotations at first-hand selling centers 
continued firmly at $25 per ton for ma- 
terial in bulk, basis ports or producing 
points. Some observers of the market 
continue to view the market as posses- 
sing a little more strength, particularly 
for a long term position. The stronger 
outlook is based upon increasing evi- 
dence that the foreign article will fig- 
ure only in a limited way after this 
season. The combination of high cur- 
rency exchanges and the growing 
stocks of sulphate here which result 
from current lack of demand and the 
maintenance of production around 50,- 
000 tons or more per month, has 
prompted a few of the re-sellers to 
withhold their excess stocks in the 
hopes of better prices for later on in 
the year.

Petroleum Control Is 
Urged by Roosevelt 


President Sends Special Letter 
To Congress Asking for 


Immediate Action 
WASHINGTON, May 24, 1934. 

President Roosevelt today gave sup- 
port to the pending oil control bill, and 
in a letter to the chairmen of the con- 
gressional committees handling it he 
expressed the hope that it will be en- 
acted. 

The letter came as the senate com- 
mittee on mines and mining completed 
hearings on the bill, sponsored by the 
Petroleum Administrative Board and 
introduced by Senator Elmer Thomas 
and Representative Wesley E. Disney 
of Oklahoma. 

At the same time the Capitol re- 
ceived word that the Federal Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New Orleans had 
upheld the constitutionality of the oil 
code as it relates to production, re- 
versing the district court decision 
which held that the code could not con- 
trol production and which resulted in 
nullifying the attempt to rationalize the 
industry. It was the decision of the 
district court which led the Oil Ad- 
ministrator, Harold L. Ickes, to push 
for action on the oil control bill at this 
session, but in a statement yesterday 
he said there is still urgent necessity 
for passage of the bill. 

His statement was as 

The decision of the Federal Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New Orleans, uphold- 
ing the constitutionality of the adminis- 
tration of the oil code, is an event of the 
foremost importance. The decision of the 
Federal District Court in Texas, which 
denied the constitutionality of the code, 
left it virtually unenforceable. The entire
